Investment Level

Parcel access is dependent on the investment level
per the Strategies for State Policies and Spending:

1. Level 1 & 2: Direct access only if no reasonable
alternative is available (Typically RI-RO)

2. Level 3: Direct access up to 200 trips
3. Level 4: No new or expanded direct access
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
